Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The patent to Nehls appears to still read on the amended claim 
since the locking pins 22 are spring biased to engage the filler neck in the initial, transitional, and circumferential 
positions. While the proposed amendment to claim 1 appears to avoid Baugh, Hukuta and Ohmura, no agreement was 
reached with regard to patentability. The proposed amended claim is broad in terms of the structural recitations, yet 
provides functional limitations which appear to not be found in the prior art above. Reconsideration and an updated 
search will be performed upon filing of an amendment .
